What is aboveſaid being ſufficient to render your 
.. Credit in this Matter ſa(pected, I ſhall offer ſome 

Reaſons on His Majeſty's part, which may create a 
moral certainty, that the Charge is falſe ; but be- 
fore I come to the particulars, ſhall: premiſe an 
inſtance of an Accufation againft His Majefty, 
which was. preſſed with as much heat as this can 
be, and yet to the view of all, appears abominably 
falſe. | 

The inftance is this, That he was naturally of a 

Revengefal and Implacable Spirit ; all Evgland 
knew how much this Calumny was abetted by the 
Exclufioners to carry on theirdefign : and it is as 
well known that the Odium of the ſaid Deſign was 
laid upon us by the Church; ( tho more of her own 
Children were concerned in it.) Thenif His Ma- 
jeſty had been fo implacable and revengeful , he 
would have ſuffered them to purſue their own in» 
clinations and ruine us, and not have ſheathed 
the Sword victorious over the Rebels, till we 
had fallen a Sacrifice to the Churches Fury , and 
his own Revenge. But his Gracjous Pardon ex- 
tended to ſa many, and the preſent liberty beſtow- 
ed upon. us, hath wounded that Calumny beyond a 
poſiibiiity of- Recovery, and given an inſtaxce of 
Clemency beyond all hitherto exemplied in any ' 
Prince; for what Submifſive Offender did ever 
- make application to him for his Pardon, and miſs 
it? 
Then Diflenters have reafon .to ſay, That it 
ten thouſaud times better to tall into: the bands of 
a mercitul Prince, than of an Unmerciful Church; 
who witen the hand of God lay heavy pon the

thole Nation by the dreadful Peſtrlence, Anno 1665. 
were ſo void of Bowels of Compaſſion to their Bre- 
' thren, that the London Goa!s were then filled with 
Diſſenters, who being thereby incapacitate to ef- 
eape the Infeftion, left their own Blood, and _the 
Teurs of their Widdows and Qrpbans, to cry for 
Vengeance againſt an Antichriſtian Perſecuting 
Spirit, which at this very time appears ſo. much in 
the very apology of the Fattion , (though if we 
may believe them apprehenſive of impending r1« 
zne,) that they cannot forbear to ſhetw their Teeth ; 
but we bleſs God and the King who have chained 
them up that they cannot bite. 

I come now to the Reaſons on His Majeſty's 
part. to prove their charge falſe. 

The ſtrength of which lies in this, That he #5 of 
the Roman Communion —— 

An/w. It is not a new thing for Kings to tole- 
rate in their Subjects a Religion contrary to their 
own, as is evident from the Conquerours of the 
Ferys, who allowed them the free exerciſe of 
their Religion, not only if Fudea, but in their 
own Dominions: A moſt illaftrious inſtance,is that 
of Crus , who ſuffered them not only to enjoy 
their Religion, but to exerciſe the ſame in all its 
Splendor, .and affifted them to build the Temple; 
the Hearts of Kings are in the ſame Hind now 
they were in then. Neither is it a new thing for 
Princes of the Roman'Communion to. tolerate their 
Subjects of the Reformed Religion, of which take 
the following inſtances. 

For Honours ſake, I ſhall name firſt Maxim:i- 
tian, the ſecond Emperor of Germany,who begun his 
Reign Anno 1554. deſcended of the Houſe of 4- 
fſiria, one of the Fainil s moſt bigotted to Rome 
of any ; concerning whom Gutberle:zus, a Prote- 
ſtint writes, © He was ſeriouſly grieved that Rel. 
s: gion ſhould be ſo torn and rent in pieces by ſuch

This I am the more confident 
in, from the general Ignorance amongſt their Peo- 
ple of the Contents .of the Declaration , which 
ſeems to be nouriſhed by deſign. But in this they 
have done no worſe by His Majefty, then by God 
himſelf, whoſe Ambaſſadours they pretend to be - 
for partly through their Inſufficience, partly through 
their Negligence to Reveal the Truths of God; ma- 
ny of their Communion are ſhamefully Ignorant 
ans Prophane. | 

The Difingenuity of thoſe Biſhops in the matter 
of the Declaration, appears from their main Ar- 
gument and Authority againſt it, viz. that it pro- 
ceeds from a yower which may ſet aſide all Laws 
and was Voted againſt in Parliament 1662 and 
1672. The Poets tell us of a River in Hell called 
Lethe, .of which if any Drink, they forget what- 
ſoever is paſſed: If there were ſuch a thing, we 
might ſuppoſe the Biſhops had Druvk of it, or elſe 
they would never have uſed ſuch Arguments. Have 
they forgot to what a height their Chutch hath al- 
ways ſcrewed Prerogative; yea, what ſome of the 
very Seven have lately faid on that head, if they 
have, let them Read a Book called, Vox Cleri pro 
Ree and another called the JFudoment and Dofrine 
of the Clergy of the, Church of England, £5c. and 
there they will find Inftances enough? Are they 
not aſhamed then to deſtroy what they have beey 
building ever fince the Reformation ? 

Then for their Authority, it was Voted againft 
in Parliament, 1662, & 1672. Very fine! Here 
is more ſaid to juftifie the Excluſion, if the Argyu- 
ment would hold, then Hunt faid in both his Pre- 
face and Poftfcript 5 for it is very well known, 
the Excluſion paſſed the Lower -Houſe; fo if 
they think their Argument good, they muſt needs 
approve -the- Excluſion, and have” Acted againft 
their own Conſcience in throwing it ont; and we 
know what name ſuch kind of Men deſerve. But 
this Argument will yet bring them to another 
| ſtrait, 


Arait, which I believe, they will think greater than 
the former, viz. To Acknowledge that their Per- 
ſecution of Diſſenters, has been Illegal and Tyran- 
nical ; for that was alſo Voted againſt «n Parlia- 
ment: But alas poor men! A Draught of Lezhe 
had ſo intoxicated their Brains, that they could not 
foreſee the Conſequences of their Argument. I 
fhall conclude this Eoint with a wiſh, that the uſing 
of ſuch Arguments may be ominous to them, and 
that they may have no more ſtrength to maletol 
the Canf, for which they have now been adduced, 
then they had to ſupport that for which they were 
formerly made uſe of. 

It being Evident from what is aboveſoid, that 
there is no reaſon to ſuſpect His Majeſty's Since- 
rity, but very much to ſuſpet yours : You would 
do well to ceafe from ſuch Practices, as make you 
odfons in the fight of God and Man 5; Conſider 
with your felves, how all thinking men muſt needs 
took upon the Contradictions between your for- 
mer Doctrine and prefent Practices ; .and do not 
fatter your felves with the Approbation of the 
Unthinking Rabble, whoſe good Opinion you 
have procured, by Relaxing your Diſcipline 
while in the mean time, you Perſecured the truly 
Pions, for diflenting from your Impoſitions, ac- 
knowledged by your fetves to- be indifferent : Be 
afraid, leſt God in his Providence order-it fo, that 
you be denied the Liberty of your own Confci- 
ences, which you have always fo uncharitably de- 
nied to others. | 

I ſhall conclude this with ſome inftance of the 
Doctrine of the 'Church of England, as to the 
King's Power, which they now ſo mn oppole, 
that you may {ee-the charge of a Contradiction be-
